NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—George J. 
Gould, president of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Rallway Co. this afternoon 
‘Yenued a statement pegarding the re- 
ported contest for control of the Mis- 
souri Pacific in which he stated that 
he would retire from the presidency 
of the road and become chairman of 
the board of directors. 

It was also given out that the new 
president of the road is to live in 
St, Louis. . 


Following the refusal of St. Louis of- 
ficials of the Missour! Pacific-Iron 
Mountain system to supply the ad- 
da es of the stockholders of that cor- 
poration, a conference’ was held in New 
York Wednesday between George Gquld 
and representatives of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., to,effect an amicable settlement of 
the contest for contro] of the Missouri 
Pacific preperties, according to news 
telegrams to the Post-Dispatch. 

The peace overtures involved a demand 
‘for the unconditional retirement of 
Gould as president of the Missouri 
- Pacific Co.

With ~ py voluntary withdrawal 
it 1 understood that President Gould 
and his associates will receive a 
minority representation on the board of 
directors, with Edwin Hawley of New 
York, James Campbell of St. Louis and 

Kuhn, Loeb & Co.,

It was stated in well informed quar- 
ters that the move of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co, to obtain contro! of the stock books 
of. the Missouri Pacific Co. came as a 
complete surprise to Gould, who had not 
anticibated that the opposition would 
attempt his forcible removal from the 
company, The information is ventured 
that Gould does not own anything like 
@ majority of the stock of the company, 
the total holdings of all the Gould fam- 
fly being estimated at 300,000 out of the 
“total capital stock of 830,000 shares. 
Stock Up 17 Points. 

Kuhn, Loeb & Co., New York dis- 
patches state, hold between 100,000 and 
125,000 shares, and John D. Rockefeller 
from 75,000 to 100,000 shares. Stock of 
the Missouri Pacific sdid at $46 a*share 
on Jan. ll. It sold at $63 Wednesday, but 
receded from this figure to $60.75 when it 
became known that if the outcome of to- 
d@ay'’sgconference is successful there will 
be no further attempt to acquire Mis- 
Souri Pacific shares in the open market. 

Pending further instructions from New 
+ York, .S:..H. Priest and Frederick ... 
_Judson, St. Louis counsel for Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., will not take any legal ac- 
tion’at this time to compel the Missouri 
Pacific officials to produce the names

GAMBRINUS TAKES 
LIFE BY HANGING 


Gustav Haberlandt Leaves Note 
Telling of Disappointments 
Following Gay Life. 








FEARED BEING A BURDEN 


Declares Relatives Did What 
They Could, but That Hope 
Had Gone From Him. 


Gustav Haberlandt’s body was found 
Wednesday hanging from the rafters in 
the basement of the abandoned Regal 
Buggy Co. factory at Third street and 
Chouteau avenue. Before he killed him- 
seld he had written a note, found pinned 
to his coat, saying he was sick and out 
of work, and that he did not want to be 
a burden to his two sons. The note was 
in German. 

To end his life Haberlandt climbed on 
an oil can, knotted one end of a rope 
over a rafter and the other around his 
neck, and kicked the can from under 
him. f 

The note, translated from the Ger- 
man, follows: 

My name is Gustay Haberlandat. 
I was born in Dalbe, Prussia. I am 
65 years and 2 months old, and I am 
tired of living. 

When you are old and poor, with 
no money or work or home, life is 
not worth while.. My son Martin 
has done all he could, but he has a 
large family depending on him. 

I am_ sick and becoming deaf, 
I have looked for work, and I am 
much depressed. Every human be- 
ing should have an ambition, and he 
who has none, cares little for life. 
I had lots of fun in my youth. I 
was fond of jokes and took life easy. 

I was known among my companions 

as a good fellow. I was witty and 

high-tempered. I was a disciple of 

Gambrinus (the god of beer). I en- 

joyed life. 

I am soory for my two sons, but 
I cannot help doing this. My son’s 
address is 2209 South Tenth street. 
The note, penciled on the pack of a 

fur company’s order blank, was sent to 
the Coroner’s office. Patrolman Cashels 
was summoned and had the body pone 
to the Morgue. a

147 Years Old Today 


A Post-Dispatch Cartoonist Suggests Some Appropriate Birthday Presents.

Today Is Anniversary of Auguste 
Chouteau’s Beginning of Con- 
quest With Ax. 





St. Louis is 147 years old today,’ this 
being the anniversary of that far away 
time when Auguste Chouteau, 13 years 


nd 6 months old, with an ax en his 
shoulder and 30 men under his com- 
mand, landed where the free bridge is 
going to be and hegan the work of clear- 
ing a site for what is now the fourth 
city of the Union. 

Chouteau, sent here to found a settle- 
ment by his stepfather, Pierre Liguest 
Laclede, did not have to condemn prop- 
erty or go through any other tedious 
formalities. He just sailed in and 
chopped down trees and when his first 
day’s work was done, Feb. 15, 1764, 
ground had been cleared for the few 
rough-hewn log cabins which were the 
first buildings in St. Louis. 

The original population of St. Louis, 
not counting the Indians, who com- 
prised the Bottoms Gang of that day, 
was 31, and nobody wanted to run for 
Congress or grab tthe Ranken tract. 
There was no smoke inspector and none 
was needed, there being ‘no Terminal. 

St. Louis was bounded on the east by 
the Mississippi River, on the west by 
Auguste Chouteau’s chicken house, on 
the south by the free bridge site and 
on the north by hostile Sioux. 

Forty years later the population of 
St. Louis was only 1000, and in 1823, 
when the first city charter was adepted 


ing, there were 4000 persons in the city. 

At that time, incredible as it may 
seem, there was only one brewery in 
St. Louis. There were 13 shoemakers, 
prophetic of the time when St. Louis, 
with twice that many shoe factories, 
should become the footgear manufactur- 
ing center of the United States. 

The first church was built in St. Louts 
in 1770, at Second and Walnut streets. 

Today St. Louls has 828 churches, an 
area of 62% square miles, a river front- 
age of 2 miles and a population of

Mob of Cafe Employes Gather 
for His Protection and Threat- 
en His Captor. 





When the dog catchers got Filip 
Wednesday, was @ great to-do 
around Delmar boulevard and Euclid av- 
enue. Flip, whese Tag Day contribu- 
tions to the Saturday and Sunday Hos- 
pital Association have caused his pic- 


tures to be printed in the newspapers, 
and who has a checking account at the 
Savings Trust Co., is perhaps the best 
known dog in St. Louis. 

A man with a wire noose slipped up 
behind Flip while he was at play near 
a cafe owned by his _master, A. J. Ci- 
cardi, and before the water spaniel knew 
he was near, made him prisoner. Flip’ s 
frightened yelps reached the ears of 
those within. First to appear was the 
225-pound chef, -Charles Petioki, followed 
by his kitchen staff.

The dog catcher was trying to ex- 
plain when Milton Zerega. the bar- 
tender, Harry Miles, a negro waiter, 
and half a dozen other employes at 
the place ran out. Ralph Coste, a 
taxicab chauffeur, whose stand is on 
that. corner, joined them. All are 
Flip’s devoted friends, and they 
threatened the dog catcher with in- 
stant trouble if he did not release the 
spaniel. 

Milton Dougherty, manager of the 
restaurant, reached the scene, and to 
him the dog catcher explained that 
Flip’s license was for 1910. Dough- 
erty counseled the men to moderation, 
but they were hard to placate. Two 
other dog catchers from the wagon 
joined their besieged fellow, and 
were in readiness to aid his defense 
if it became necessary. It seemed 
for a time as though there must be a 
pitched street battle. 

Dougherty’s advice finally was ac- 
cepted, and the dog catchers drove off 
in triumph with Flip howling in the 
wired bed of the wagon. 

Dougherty telephoned Cicardi, who 
was sleeping late. He arose straight- 
way und went to the pound, w here he 
paid the forfeit and liberated his pet. 

Flip accumulated,his name and his 
bank account by bldincivier dimes on his 
nose, flipping and catching them in his 
Whoever supplies the dime for 
the trick forfeits it: if Flip doesn’t fail, 
and as a rule he does not.

Cirrhosis of Liver Causes End 


of Well Known Downtown

Henry W. Harris, better known as 
“Pop” Harris, president of the Vic- 
toria Catering Co. and best-known 
and wealthiest saloonkeeper in St. 
Louis, died of cirrhosis of the liver 


Wednesday afternoon at his home, 


509 North Newstead avenue. 
He was sometimes. affectionately 


called ‘“‘Papa’’ Harris by his friends. 

Besides his interest in the cafe and 
buffet business, he held stock in several 
banks and was at one time a director 
of the Missouri Trust Co. 

Harris came to St. Louis in 1873. He 
was even then apparently a man of 
means, but was secretive abeut his fam- 
ily connections. — 

He never married, and his closest 
friends. knew only that he had two sis- 
ters, of whom he seemed fond, but 
whose names he never divulged. Neither 
of these sisters ever came to St. Louis 
to visit him. 

Harris was noted among good livers 
in St. Louis for his skill as a mixer of 
salads. It was his boast that he could 
make more than one hundred and fifty 
varieties of salads. These were known 
by number. * 

Diners at Faust’s and other downtown 
cafes frequently, on noting that Harris 
was in the dining room, would order a 
salad and have it sent to Harris’ table 
for him to mix the dressing. The chef 
would carry the ingredients to the table 
and Harris would compound the dress- 


ing while his admiring friends looked 


on. 
He achieved equal fame as a mixer 
of drinks, and was an Muthorjty on that 


subject.

‘At the last election,” Hull sald in 
supporting it, “the people all over the 
country, by an overwhelming vote, made] 
known their desire that the tariff be re- 
duced to the end that the prices on the 
necessaries of life shotld be reduced. 

“It is particularly fitting that Missouri 
should go on record, in the manner ex- 
plained in this resolution, as indorsing 
the demand of the people for a correc- 
tion of the wrongs which have grown 
up under this tariff system, and bring 
prices back to a normal state. 

“This Legislature, composed as it is of 
men from every county in the State, 
should adopt this resolution, thus ex- 
pressing to the Republican President 
the demand of the people of Missouri 
that he call Congress in extra session, 
that they may have an opportunity to 
have their will carried out.” 

Not a voice was raised against the 
lresolution. Representative Buell Mat- 
thews of St. Louis County, a Repub- 
lican, merely demanded that the roll be 
called, and this was done. 

The Republicans stuck, to a man, to 
the order which had been issued by 
their leaders that every Republican vote 
be cast against the resolution. The 
Democratic vote was almost unanimous, 
only three of that party following the 
bolt started by Senator Humphrey in 
the Senate when the resolution Was first 


introduced.

SAWYER TELLS OF 
PLAN’S PROGRESSION 


He Says That It Is a Matter 
to Be Decided by the Peo- 
ple of the State and Not by 
Any One Community. 


The Capital Removal Committee, of 
which I.. H. Sawyer is president, is 
planning to create a general sentiment 
throughout Missouri in favor of mak- 
ing St. Louis the capital, by a pub- 
licity campaign. Sawyer said Wednes- 
day that he was satisfied the voters 
_all over the State could be made to see 
the overwhelming advantages St. Louis 
offers, and to vote for a removal amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 


“It is a matter to be decided by the. 
people as a whole,” he said, ‘“‘not by the 
Legislature ner by a part of the people. 
Everybody should have a voice as to 
where the new capitol shall be built, 
and it is my belief that if the matter 
is fairly presented and generally un- 
derstood, St. Louis will win the case.” 


Preparing Pamphlet. 
The first campaign document for the 
committes is being prepared by J. C. 


Jones, an attorney who belongs to it 
and who is a member also of the City 
Plan Association. .In it he argues that 
the question of a location for the capitol 
is economic, not sentimental, and adds: 

The people of the State do not 
relish the prospect of increased tax- 
ation. They have been led to ex- 
pect.an ultimate decrease in tax- 
ation. A bonded indebtedness of $3,- 
000,000 to $5,000,000, payable within 13 
years, must be met by taxation, and 
means either an increase in taxes 
or a postponement of the day when 

_ taxes may be reduced. 

If the people of St. Louis, in addi- 
tion to providing a _ suitable site, 
will further provide all, or a substan- 
tial part of the cost of the building, 
it certainly will be appreciated by 
the thoughtful taxpayers throughout 
tthe State. When he finds that the 
location of the capital at St. Louis 
is not only to his personal and eco- : 
nomic advantage, but that the peo- 
ple of the entire State are better

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WIFE MAN SHOT 
NEART-BROKEN 
OVER HIS DEATH 


Weeps Bitterly and. Says She 
Loved Him and Hoped for 
Reconciliation. 


Mrs. Emma Pratt sobbed with incon- 

solable grief Wednesday at the City 
Hospital, when she was informed that 
her husband, Edelbert Pratt, had killed 
himself after attempting to murder her 
and her mother, Mrs. Amanda Schultz.

work and threatened her life. 

On Washington ‘avenue, near Second 
street, Pratt suddenly confronted them. 
Without a word, he shot at his wife, and 
as she fainted from pain and fear, 
struck her head with the revolver bar- 
rel. He fired one shot at Mrs. Schultz 
and missed. Mrs. Newman fled. Then 
he turned the’ pistol upon himself and 
fell beside his ‘wife with a bullet 
through his brain.

ber that if the McCall bill to carry 
out the provisions of the Canadian 


agreement is permitted *to reach a 
vote at this session, the Senate will 


| pass it by as decisive a margin as 


was recerded for it in the House last 
night. 
One Committee Reports. 

The Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions met today and reported the 
Canadian agreement back to the Sen- 
ate and it was sent to the Finance 
Committee. It had been in the cus- 
tody of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations since coming to the Senate. 
buf no action was taken regarding 
it. The effect of referring it back to 
the Senate is practical recognition of 
the fact that it contains nothing 
likely to involve the United States in 
obligations to Canada in conflict with 
the peaceful trade relations which 
exist with other countries. 

The McCall bill, which was passed 
by the House by a vote of 221 to 93, 
all of the Democrats voting for it, except 
five, was sent te the Senate today and, 
after lying on the clerk’s desk for a 
short time,, was sent to the Finance 
Committee., "Fhis gives to that commit- 
tee control of the whole subject. 

There was no demonstration of any 
character over the receipt of the bill 
or its recéption to committee. It is pe- 
lieved to have been determined beyond 
any doubt that the bill will not be hung 
up in the Finance Committee. Although 


}@ majority of the Republican members, 


as well as at least two of the Denio- 
cratic members are known to be opposed 
to it, it is said the committee feels that 
courtesy to the President demands that 
it be reported to the Senate. Further- 
more, the President’s interest in the 
agreement is so great that the commit- 
tee now is not disposed to bear the re- 
sponsibility of encompassing its defeat 
by the pigeon-hole method. 

To Have Special Meeting. 

It was said today that a special meet- 
ing of the committee probably Would 
be called for Friday to consider the 
agreement. By reason of the absence 
of Senator Aldrich, the session will be 
presided over by Senator Burrows. It is 
known that the Michigan member is 
opposed to the agreement and that he 
will be joined: by Senators Hale, Mc- 
Cumber and Bailey, and probably by 
Senators Smoot, Flint and Simmons. 

If all indicated should vote in com- 
mittee against the McCall bill, it would 
be reported to the Senate adversely. A 
report against the bill, however, is all 
that would be needed to get it before 
the Senate. The sentiment of the Fi- 
nance Committee is so well defined that 
it is not thought action will be long 
delayed. 

The current prediction today was that 
the bill would be sent to the Senate 
about the middle of next week, and 
that, it would make little difference 
whether it was by favorable or adverse 
report of committee. What the fate 
of the measure then will be is.a matter 
of speculation. 

The senators from practically all the 
agricultural states are opposed to the 
passage of the McCall bill, and the 
stand-pat Republicans to a considerable 
degree will stand with them.

CLARK ANNEXATION 
TALK VEXES TAFT

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—President 
Taft today, to some of his congression- 





{ al callers, expressed astonishment that 


Representative Clark should have in- 
jected into the reciprocity discussion in 
the House yesterday any thought about 
the annexation of Canada. The White 
House is said to regard the remarks of 
Clark as most unfortunate and the Pres- 


tration had no thought whatever of an- 
nexation when the reciprocity agreement 
was arranged. 

The President, it is said, is hopeful 
that the people of this country, Canada 
and Great Britain will look on the 
speech of Clark merély as the expres- 
sion of en individual who, in this senti- 
ment, does not represent the Democratic 
party or any party in this country. The 
annexation doctrine was preached by 
Clark in the course of his speech in the 
House yesterday in favor of the agree- 
ment. He said: 

“I am for it, because I hope to see 
the day when the American flag will 
float Over every square foot of the 
British-North American possessions 
clear to the North Pole. They are 
people of our blood. They speak our 
language. >) Their institutions are 
much like ours. They are trained in 
the difficult art of self-government. 
My judgment is that if the treaty of 
1854 had never been abrogated, the 
chances of a consolidation of these 
two countries would have been much 
greater than they are now.” 

Asked whether that would lis: a 
tendency to preserve peace with 
Great Britain, Clark said: \ 

“Why certainly it will. I have no 
doubt whatever that the day is not 
far distant when Great Britain will 
joyfuly see all her North American 
possessions become apart of this 
Republic. That is the way things 
are tending now.” 


TAFT QUALIFIES 
' RECIPROCITY VIEW 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—President 
Taft, commenting on his declaartion be- 
fore the Pan-American Commercial Con- 
ference, that he was in favor of re- 
ciprocity with the whole world, ex- 
plained that his statement had been in 
the abstract and that he had not said 
he was in favor at this time of re- 
ciprocity agreements with any country 
other than Canada.

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. THE MUNICIPAL OOURTS BILL. 

A public hearing on the Municipal Courts bill 
has been fixed for Thursday night in Jefferson} 
City. A delegation of members of the St. Louis 
Bar Association will advocate its passage and 


Harry Olson, Chief Justice of the Chicago Mu- 


nicipal Court will present arguments drawn from 
practical experience in its behalf. The bill is in- 
dorsed by the entire St. Louis bar and by all 
citizens who have familiarized themselves with 
the question. 

Of all the matters affecting St. Louis now pend- 
ing in the Legislature, none is more important. 
But the entire delegation of legislators from this 
city is reported to be against it. Two years ago 
they were against a similar bill and killed it. 
They held then and are reputed to believe now 
that the jobs of petty politicians are paramount 

. to the welfare of St. Louis. They care nothing’ 
for the honesty and integrity of courts if reform 
disturbs the jobs.

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A MENACING SITUATION. 
What safeguards have the people of St. Louis 


‘against a possible combination of the worst ele- 
ments of city politics in the spring elections? 

The calling of direct primaries by the Repub- 
lican committee secures the absolute control of 
Republican nominations for the Council, House of 
Delegates and *School Board to the majority fac- 
tion of the local Republican party. What part 
the voters may take in the selection of candidates 
depends wholly upon the will of the committee 
majority. The chance for candidates independent 
of the committee’s dictation is so slight that few 
will venture to make a contest. The voice of the 
voters will probably be smothered. The com- 
mittee may grievously disappoint the better ele- 
ment of Republicans. , In view of the faction fight 
in the party and the recent assault on the new 
charter, it is likely that the worst elements will 
assert irresistible claims for recognition and re- 
ward. But whatever the outcome there is no 
certainty of good results in the Republican pri- 
maries. There is a certainty that the candidates 
for the Oounctl will be pledged to “hold up” 
Mayor Kreismann’s appointments for a distribu- 
‘tion of the “pie” which will be acceptable to their 
bosses. 

The split in the Republican party offers an 
exceptional opportunity to the local Democratic 
party to win a victory with a strong, represent- 
ative ticket. But there is smal] hope that the 
Democrats will be able to utilize it. The party 
organization is demoralized and discredited. It is 
practically repudiated by the party voters and is 
at present in control of elements in which the 
public has no confidence. Nothing short of a 
successful revolution of the voters to control the 
nominations and reorganize the party will save 
‘it from collapse. The apathy and hopelessness of 
the Democracy may be judged by the fact that no 
delegations have been filed and no popular move- 
ment to control the convention is apparent. 

_ The situation demands action on the part of the 
better elements of both parties to protect the city 
against the worst elements of both parties. There 
ought to be an independent movement of Re- 
publicans and Democrats to place good candi- 
dates on the ballots for the Council at least. Now 
is a good time—a favorable crisis—for independ- 
ient citizens. who cherish the welfare of the city 
above that of faction or party to concentrate 
forces for:the redemption of St. Louis from the 
spoils bosses. 

It may. not be practicable to nominate candi- 
dates for the House of Delegates. Some wards 
might be saved. But six good candidates select- 
ed from both parties could be nominated for the 
Council by petition. Only 1000 names are re- 
quired, and there is a month before the closing 
of the ballot lists. Six strong independents in the 
Council would be a bulwark against conspiracies 
hostile to the public welfare. 

The defeat of the charter with tmportant. fran- 
chise issues pending, urges independent protective 
action on the part of good citizens. 
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A-number of big chiefs called on President 
Taft, but they were from Oklahoma, not from 
thé Wool Trust, so it was interesting rather than 
important. .

The Post-Dispatch’s canvass of 37 members of 
the State Legislature showed conditions promis- 
ing for a vigorous capital removal campaign. 
Only six of the 87 legislators were opposed to 
the removal of the capital. Of the 31 who fa- 
vored removal 18 wanted to make St. Louis the 
capital. The others favored different towns or 
any town except Jefferson City. |

ture favors a change in the location of the 
capital. It could be made a controlling ma- 
jority by the right kind of a campaign. It could 
be concentrated on St. Louis. But this will not 
be done by committee talk. It requires action, 
action, action.
